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THE Filipino community in 
Harlow is this week mourning 
the death of a PAH nurse who 
was killed in the devastating 
Philippines typhoon. 

Jeffrey Ducusin, who worked as 
a staff nurse at the hospital for 10 
years, returned home to the 
Philippines about two months 
ago. Both he and his mother were 
killed when Typhoon Haiyan str¬ 
uck on Friday. 

Mr Ducusin’s wife Joy, who is 
also a nurse, survived but their 
six-year-old son Jiro, who attend¬ 
ed St Luke’s Catholic Primary 
School in Pyenest Road, is cur¬ 
rently missing. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
yesterday (Wednesday): “Every¬ 
one in Harlow should say a spe¬ 
cial prayer for Jeffrey Ducusin.” 
He added: “We should do all 
we can to help. May Jeffrey 
rest in peace.” 

Friends, colleagues and 
members of the Harlow 
Filipino community 
have been paying trib¬ 
ute to Mr Ducusin, 
pictured left. 

“I have had the 
privilege to work 
with Kuya Jeff, 
wrote one former 
colleague. “Such 
a warm and nice 
gentleman. One 
of the best nurs¬ 
es, truly caring 
for his patients 
who will be deep¬ 
ly missed.” 

Many paid trib¬ 
ute to Mr Duc¬ 
usin’s calming 
nature, describ- 
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ing him as a “lovely man” with a 
“great sense of humour” and a 
“wonderful nurse” who was a 
pleasure to work with. 

A farewell mass will be held at 
Holy Cross Roman Catholic 
Church, in Tracyes Road, Harlow, 
on Sunday, December 1. 

The community has now lau¬ 
nched an appeal to help the sur¬ 
vivors, whose houses were redu¬ 
ced to splinters by the 235mph 
winds which created 20ft waves. 
They are seeking donations which 
will be airlifted straight to the 
communities that need it the 
most. 

A statement released by the 
community said: “Harlow nurs¬ 
ing staff are in a state of shock at 
the loss of life in Philippines 
typhoon. We appeal for clothing 
to donate to homeless people in 
Philippines.” 

The Philippine government 
says it is facing its biggest ever 
logistical challenge in the wake 
of the typhoon - known locally as 
typhoon Yolanda - which has 
affected up to 11 million people. 

The official death toll stands at 
more than 2,200 but local offi¬ 
cials and aid workers say it could 
rise much higher. 

PAH nurse Vanessa Abellana, 
whose family live in a region that 
was less affected, told the Star: 
“We have started collecting items 
to send. We’re really trying to 
help people to rebuild their lives.” 

She explained that without a 
national health service survivors

Clock Tower roadworks to take six months

The Government this week announced it was 
investing £345m in a total of 21 road improve¬ 
ment schemes in the east of England next year. 

The work in Harlow will take place at the 
roundabout between May 2014 and January 
2015. 

The scheme will provide north to west and 
west to north left turn slip lanes and widening 
of the approaches to the roundabout together 
with improvements to pedestrian and cycle 
facilities.

the construction of the nearby hamburger junc¬ 
tion at Potter Street and ongoing works at the 
Burnt Mill roundabout. 

Roads minister Robert Goodwill said: “Roads

kets. 

“The Government is committed to delivering 
the modern infrastructure we need to compete 
in the global race. 

“We are already seeing massive improvements 
being made to our major roads and motorways.

Petition against 
children’s centre 
cuts is launched 
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PROTESTING: Suzy Stride with some of the mums and their children 
at the threatened Sunflowers Children’s Centre 
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A PETITION has been launched 
against the proposed closure 
of two of Harlow’s popular chi¬ 
ldren’s centres. 

Last month Essex County 
Council announced plans to 
axe 11 centres across the coun¬ 
ty and halve the opening hours 
at a further 33 centres, a move 
it say s will save £2.5m between 
2014 and 2016. 

Under the proposals the ABC 
Children’s Centre in Old 
Harlow and the Sunflowers 
Children’s Centre, which is 
based at Sumners Leisure 
Centre in Broadly Road, would 
be closed. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Harlow, 
has joined mums to campaign 
against the closures. They have 
launched an online petition 
which has gained more than 
200 signatures so far. 

Ms Stride said “The children’s 
centres in Harlow provide 
essential services to families, 
and play a crucial role in bring¬ 
ing the community together. 

“In meeting with mums it is 
clear that these services make 
all the difference in their lives 


and their childrens lives. 

“Labour in government would 
be putting families first, invest¬ 
ing in children and parents and 
supporting children centres.” 

Mum-of-two Jo Watkins, who 
lives in Harlow, said “The chil¬ 
dren centres are important for 
mums. They stop them feeling 
lonely and isolated. 

“They help with training, sup¬ 
port and advice and ensure 
children get some of the early 


intervention that they need. 

“Children’s centres are so 
vital for the kids so they get to 
interact and for parents to get 
advice and support.” 

The county council said the 
proposals, which are out for 
public consultation until 
December, might give greater 
opportunity for community 
outreach work. 

All the centres in west Essex 
are run by Spurgeons.

Council must call time on this 
fundamentally unjust scheme 

SIR, I endorse the comments by Hugh 
McAlpine with respect to the closure of 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice Service 
(. Letters , November 7). 

Harlow Council’s irresponsible attack on 
the service is indeed costing council 
taxpayers dear. It is an irony that part of 
that cost has been inflicted upon one of 
the groups that the service was set up to 
advise - jobless householders. 

The council has chosen to make good 
the shortfall in central government 
subventions by demanding that the 
poorest householders in the town pay a 
minimum of 24 per cent of their council 
tax liability. For single householders 
under 25 on Jobseekers Allowance living 
in Band A-C properties this amounts to a 
cut in their subsistence benefit of 
between 6.3-8.4 per cent. For those over 
25 in similar circumstances, the cut is 
between 5-6.6 per cent. 

That this is an intolerable burden is 
evident from the fact that one third have 
defaulted. Of 3,754 in receipt of maximum 
council tax support on October 15, 1,232 
were liable for the full amount of their 
bills, having failed to pay on time and 
thus lost the right to pay in instalments. 
Figures also obtained under a Freedom of 
Information request reveal that 913 
jobless householders in Harlow were 
issued with court summonses for non¬ 
payment of council tax between June and 
October this year. 

The Labour regime that came to power 
last year has inflicted a triple whammy on 
the poor. First they closed the Advice 
Centre, then they withdrew the municipal 
TV aerial service and finally they inflicted 
a cut of between 24-100 per cent in 
council tax relief. 

Harlow Council’s current localised

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Care home addresses failings highlighted in critical report 


A CARE home in Harlow criticised by a 
Government watchdog for the stand¬ 
ards of care provided to residents has 
avoided legal action after making 
improvements. 

Back in July the Care Quality 
Commission published a damning 
report on the Partridge Care Centre fol¬ 
lowing an unannounced inspection the 
previous month. 

In their report the CQC inspectors said 
the centre in Partridge Road was “not 


compliant” with all national care stand¬ 
ards assessed and gave operator 
Rushcliffe Care until August 23 to make 
the necessary improvements or face 
enforcement action. 

The centre has now been reassessed 
and the CQC has confirmed the changes 
required under the warning notice had 
been made. However, the CQC said 
improvements were still needed in 
record-keeping procedures. 

A CQC spokeswoman said: “We car¬ 


ried out an inspection on September 5 
to check on compliance with a warning 
notice that we had issued following an 
inspection in May 2013. 

“We found them compliant with the 
warning notice but non-compliant with 
regulation 20 (records). 

“We will be re-inspecting soon to fol¬ 
low up on the outstanding non-compli¬ 
ance and the next report with the out¬ 
come of this will be published in due 
course.” 


New school to ease 
pressure for places

EDUCATION chiefs have un¬ 
veiled plans to open a new pri¬ 
mary school in Harlow and 
expand three others to meet 
the demand for places. 

Essex County Council has 
started consultations on the 
future provision of primary 
school places in the town in 
response to a significant rise in 
numbers as a result of new 
housing, increasing birth rate 
births and families moving to 
Harlow. 

Over the past 12 months 
officers have been working 
with schools to address the 
need for more primary places 
and have developed a set of 
proposals. 

These include the expansion 
of three primary schools - The 
Downs, Longwood and Holy 
Cross Academy - from one 
form of entry to two on a per¬ 
manent basis. 

Additional buildings would 
increase capacity at all three 
schools to 420 places. Each 
school would admit 60 recep¬ 
tion class pupils from 
September 2014. 

There will also be a new 210 
-place primary school in build¬ 
ings at Rivermill from 2015. 
This will be primarily funded 
through a ‘Target Based Need’ 
grant following a successful 
bid to the Department for 
Education. 

Funding for the extra prima¬ 
ry places has been made avail¬ 
able from the five-year capital 
programme. 

County councillor Ray Good¬ 
ing, cabinet member with 
responsibility for education 
and lifelong learning, said:

were forced to pay for expen¬ 
sive medicine to treat the ill. 

“We have all experienced 
typhoons and we expect them, 
but nothing like this,” she 
said. 

The community is hoping to 
organise a concert or other 
charity event in the coming 
weeks to raise more money. A 
quiz night is also being organ¬ 
ised by a former colleague of 
Mr Ducusin. 

Among the items the com¬ 
munity are appealing for are 
adult and children’s clothing, 
soap, toothpaste and other 
sanitary products, rubber 


shoes, drinking water, sleep¬ 
ing materials and canned 
food. 

PAH chief executive Melanie 
Walker said in an email to 
staff: “I am sure like me you 
have watched coverage of the 
Filipino typhoon disaster with 
a growing sense of horror and 
immense sympathy that 
nature can be so destructive 
and bring death and destruc¬ 
tion to so many thousands of 
people. 

“Our thoughts are with all 
those directly involved but, of 
course, particularly with our 
own contingent of Filipino 
staff who work so hard along¬ 
side us at the PAH.

VETERANS, civic dignitaries,

Flats to be built 
at busy junction

Plans for a seven-story devel¬ 
opment at the Motorsales 
dealership on the Burnt Mill 
Industrial Estate were appro¬ 
ved six votes to two by Harlow 
Council’s development man¬ 
agement committee last week.

The existing showroom and 
dealership buildings will be 
demolished and replaced, 
with the flats being construct¬ 
ed above. 

Several letters of objection 
were received from residents 
living in Rivermill who say the 
development would add to the 
already-unbearable traffic 
problems in the area. 

Many also objected to the

height of the building, which 
they say will obsure the views 
of the countryside. There were 
also concerns over the lack of 
a crossing on Elizabeth Way. 

Crouch Court resident Ian 
Watkins said: “It’s too high 
and too close to pre-existing 
homes. A development of this 
nature can only have a detri¬ 
mental effect on the lives of 
existing residents.” 

Harlow Civic Society mem¬ 
ber John Curry said: “It’s about 
the people and the places they 
live. All the application does is 
tick 102 boxes on a spread¬ 
sheet somewhere in this 
building.” 

Councillor Michael Garnett 
(Conservative) said: “My heart 
says no but I’ve got to follow 
the planning rules.” 

He raised concerns over how 


residents would access the 
town centre and Sainsbury’s 
on foot safely. 

“They’ve got to walk around 
five lanes of traffic. I think 
that’s a serious problem.” 

Cllr Jean Clark (Labour) said: 
“It’s isolated from the main 
life in Rivermill and other 
areas. It’s like a little island 
and it’s totally inappropriate 
for a block of flats.” 

She added: “We do have to 
consider the residents who are 
going to live in this develop¬ 
ment and the dangers we’re 
effectively placing them in” 

CllrTonyHall (Conservative) 
said: “I don’t see any problem 
living above a garage. We’re 
short of land for people to live 
on and I think this fits the 
bill.” 

Councillors agreed to 
approve the application while 
asking for a discussion to be 
held over the possibility of a 
crossing at Elizabeth Way.

A CHURCH in Harlow has 
been named one of the UK’s 
best modern buildins of 
worship in an architecture 
competition. 

St Paul’s, in College Place, 
was named joint tenth at the 
competition organised by 
the National Churches Trust. 

The Grade-II listed 
building was built in 1959 
and designed by Derrick 
Humphrys & Hurst. 

One very early visitor to the 
church, in October 1957, was 
Queen Elizabeth II along 
with Prince Philip, who 
planted two trees on, what 
was intended to be an 
ornamental paved terrace 
faced by an open-air pulpit 
projecting from the 
belltower. 

It was during this visit, at 
which the church was not 
more than a concrete base 
that the final design was 
unveiled as the Queen was 
shown the architect’s model 
of the church. 

The church, which seats 
400 and cost 40,000 pounds 
to build, was opened for 
worship on St Paul’s Eve in 
January 1959 by the 
Archbishop-elect of Sidney, 
the Bishop of Barking, and 
was consecrated in April 
1959 by the Bishop of 
Chelmsford 




The competition was part 
of the trust’s 60th 
anniversary celebrations 
and was held in association 
with the Ecclesiastical 
Architects and Surveyors 
Association and the 20th 
Century Society. 

More than 200 churches 
were nominated for the 
awards by the public, 
parishes and architects. 

The awards were open to 
church buildings or 
extensions to existing 
buildings from Christian 
denominations in the UK 
which opened after January 
1953. 

Sherry Bates, president of 
the Ecclesiastical Architects 
and Surveyors Association, 
said: “The judges sought 
uplifting architecture that 
celebrated Christianity and 
church buildings that best 
responded to changes in 
religious liturgy and 
practice.” 

Luke March, chairman of 
the National Churches Trust, 
said: “As a nation we are 
rightly proud of our 
magnificent heritage of 
historic churches. 

“But there are also many 
exciting churches which 
have been built in the last 60 
years designed for the 
changing nature of religious 
liturgy and practice and 
reflecting modern 
architecture and design.”

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‘Green’ taxes are forcing up our energy bills 


A S regular readers will know, since 
being elected as Harlow’s MP in 2010 
I have campaigned hard for cheaper fuel. 

This is important as high petrol prices 
push up the cost of not just motoring, but 
also food and public transport. 

Recently there has been some good 
news. The Government has announced a 
freeze in fuel duty until 2015 which means 
that, in tax terms, petrol will be 20p 
cheaper per litre by 2015. 

Although I have strongly criticised oil 
companies for keeping prices high at the 
pumps, at least some supermarkets have 
been cutting the cost of motoring. The cost 
of travel was 1.5 per cent lower in October 
than in September. 

We also need tough action on energy 
companies. It is wrong that some energy 
companies are putting up prices by as 
much as 10 per cent. 

The average energy bill now costs 
families around £1,400. The Government 
has made some changes to help people 
who are struggling - for example, they have 
extended Cold Weather Payments to over 
four million households and increased how 
much these are worth - but we must do 
more. 

Although seductive, forced price freezes 
are not a simple answer. As has happened 
already, companies are putting their prices 
up in advance of any freeze. 

Moreover, they would also put their 
prices up again after any freeze. They also 
wouldn’t invest in any infrastructure, which 
we badly need if we are to keep our homes 
warm and not suffer energy blackouts. 

But just because a freeze isn’t the right 
answer, it doesn’t mean that there aren’t 
any solutions to lowering our bills. I am 
campaigning hard in Parliament to remove 
VAT from energy bills, which would save 



every Harlow household around £65. 

EU law makes this difficult so it is vital 
that we get a change in European law. It is 
why it is right that David Cameron has 
pledged a referendum on whether we stay 
in the EU. 

The Government can also cut energy bills 
by reducing all the green taxes imposed on 
all of us by the last Labour government. 
Amazingly, these green taxes add around 
17 per cent to our energy bills. Getting rid 
of these green taxes will lower our energy 
costs and make a real difference to hard 
working families. 

In Parliament I have also been calling for 
a windfall tax on energy companies which 
pay their directors big bonuses yet 
continue to push up prices. 

The money raised from a windfall tax 
should be used to lower prices for 
consumers. 


A lthough I persuaded Harlow Council to 
save the Harlow Homework Club last 
year, it looked like it might be cut early 
next year. 


After speaking to Essex County Council, 
we have secured funding for the club, at 
least until April 2015. This is great news for 
the club and I would particularly like to 
thank Julie Allen who runs it, Cllr Jowers 
and the county council who have done 
everything possible to save it. 

I strongly believe we need to protect 
youth services in Harlow. I pay tribute to all 
the youth organisations, the youth council 
and particularly the youth workers who do 
so much for our young people. 

I was glad to organise a meeting with 
ECC and youth organisations across 
Harlow. I recently met with the youth 
minister in Parliament and he has agreed 
to meet with ECC to try to help. 

I will do all I can to protect youth 
services; if you have any comments you 
would like me to pass on to ECC please 
email me. 

S ince I have been in Parliament I have 
employed three Harlow College 
apprentices in my office as I wanted to 
give Harlow youngsters every 
opportunity to succeed. 

This was the first time an apprentice 
has ever been employed full time in the 
House of Commons by any MP. For this 
reason I was delighted that my third 
apprentice, Aaron Farrell, won the joint 
Apprentice of the Year award at the 
Harlow Star Business Excellence Awards. 

I pay tribute to Aaron, to the Star and 
to Harlow and District Chamber of 
Commerce for showcasing the very best 
of Harlow businesses and our very best 
apprentices. 

It is no accident that Harlow has the 
highest business growth in the United 
Kingdom.

AN Olympic torch has been blasted into 
space as part of Russia’s preparations for 
the Winter Olympic Games in Sochi next 
year. 

A Soyuz rocket is delivering the torch to 
the International Space Station. 

It blasted off at 4.14am last Thursday 
from the Baikonur cosmodrome in 
Kazakhstan. 

Three cosmonauts - Russia’s Mikhail 
Tyurin, American Rick Mastracchio and 
Koici Wakata from Japan - are taking the 
torch to the ISS. 


They’ll be handing over the torch to 
fellow cosmonauts Oleg Kotov and Sergei 
Ryazansky, who are already on the orbiting 
station, then they go on a spacewalk on 
Saturday. 

The torch has been carried into space 
twice before - in 1996 and 2000 - but it has 
never left a spaceship. 

It will not be lit aboard the space station as 
this would consume oxygen. 

The Sochi torch will then be returned to 
Earth and used to light the Olympic cauldron 
in February next year.

Tiptoe through the tulips 



GARDENING TIPS 
by Hannah Stephenson 

YOU have probably planted most of your spring 
bulbs by now, but it's not too late to add tulips 
to the mix, ready to create a riot of colour next 
season. 

With this in mind, Consumers' Association 
magazine Which? Gardening has been scouring 
the country to ask head gardeners exactly how 
they achieve their show-stopping tulip displays. 

In RHS Garden Harlow Carr in Harrogate, 
North Yorkshire, they use a sizzling combination 
of Tulipa 'Ballerina' (orange), 'Queen of Night' 
(dark purple) and 'Jan Reus' (dark red). 

Garden manager Alison Goding explains: "The 
Triumph tulip 'Jan Reus' starts flowering in April 
and is 50cm high, while 'Queen of Night' and 
'Ballerina' flower in May and are 60cm high, so 
the overall display has more depth and lasts a 
bit longer." 

The tulips are in a raised bed filled with 
topsoil, mixed with garden compost and grit 
to improve drainage and bulbs are planted at a 
depth of three to four times the size of the bulb, 
15cm apart. 

A cooler theme is adopted at the Dorothy 
Clive Garden in Market Drayton, Shropshire 
( www.doro thy cli vega rden.co.uk), combining 
white tulips 'Purissima' with masses of soft blue 
forget-me-nots and Allium 'Purple Sensation', 
which appear in late spring. 

Margaret Barry, deputy curator of the garden, 
says: "This 'cool' theme is pleasing on the eye 
due to the limited tones of colour. 

"The varying textures also make this display 


appealing: a fluffy carpet of forget-me-nots 
punctuated by strong, linear stems supporting 
symmetrical blooms." 

The gardeners change the bed every year 
and in spring 2014 will be offering a vibrant 
display of 'Purple Flag', 'Christmas Orange' 
and 'Christmas Marvel' (cerise pink), with an 
underplanting of deep-blue 'Sylva' forget-me- 
nots, which don't tend to self-seed as much as 
other varieties. 


If you want ideas for stunning pots of tulips, 
look no further than Rousham in Oxfordshire 
( www.rousham.org ), where you can see 
amazing displays of majestic purple tulips, 
interspersed with pots of white ones. Varieties 
include 'Jackpot' (purple with white edge), 
'Snowstar' (white), 'Ronaldo' (stocky purple- 
red), 'Havran' (tall dark purple) and 'Ballade' 
(pink with white edge). 

Head gardener Ann Starling says: "I started

with purple varieties then added others. I first 
staged the tulips in pots like this about eight 
years ago. I repeat it each year because it works, 
and purple is a different colour for spring. 

"We empty the pots of their summer plantings 
then fill them with 15-25 bulbs each. The pots 
are sometimes put into coldframes in cold 
weather. If you do shelter planted-up pots in 
this way be careful, as you have to water them." 

Square containers work as well as round pots 
for tulip displays, as visitors to Easton Ruston 
Old Vicarage in Norfolk ( www.e-ruston- 
oldvicaragegardens.co.uk) will find. Plant the 
bulbs in rows, as close as possible without the 
bulbs touching. 

Mixed Rembrandt tulips - so called because 
they have similar markings to the tulips painted 
by the Dutch Old Masters - are planted in layers 
with tulip 'Zurel' and 'Flaming Spring Green' to 
make a refreshing combination. 

There are many options, but grey-coloured 
containers are a good choice for pale tulip 
combinations. Generally, the larger the better 
but if fibreglass faux lead is beyond your 
budget, consider the less expensive fibreclay 
instead.

Drug deal crime thriller 
is style over substance 


THE COUNSELLOR

AUDIENCES may find themselves in need 
of counselling sessions after two hours of 
twisted desire and treachery in Ridley Scott's 
erotically charged crime thriller. 

In the film's most memorable scene - 
and not necessarily for the right reasons 
- Cameron Diaz removes her underwear, 
mounts the bonnet of her boyfriend's 
convertible and energetically performs a 
gymnastic feat across the windscreen that 
would surely be better served by a sponge or 
chamois leather. 

Her all-guns-blazing portrayal is 
accompanied by terrific performances from 
Michael Fassbender and Penelope Cruz but 
all three are let down though by an overly 
complicated and wordy script which isn't 


remotely interested in the protagonists' 
emotional turmoil, just their suffering. 

Fassbender plays the nameless counsellor, 
whose girlfriend Laura (Cruz) tearfully 
accepts his marriage proposal. "I intend to 
love you until I die,'' he gushes. 

But that may be sooner than Laura thinks 
because he has invested his fortune in a drug 
trafficking operation across the Texas-Mexico 
border. Inevitably, the deal goes bad and the 
counsellor is marked for death along with 
two associates from the criminal underworld 
- floral-shirted playboy Reiner (Javier 
Bardem) and swaggering cowboy Westray 
(Brad Pitt). 

While Westray jets off to London, Reiner 
is distracted by his gold-toothed girlfriend 
Malkina (Diaz), who owns two pet cheetahs. 

The Counsellor looks glorious courtesy of 
Scott's impeccable visuals, but all of that 
style means nothing when we can't forge 


an emotional bond to the characters as they 
wallow through the mire. 

Fassbender wrings himself dry of tears 
while Cruz is luminous as she provides 
sweetness and light to counterbalance Diaz's 
slinky predator. But dialogue is sodden with 
dense philosophical musings on the fragility 
of life that don't sound like anything normal 
people would say to one another. 

And when one doomed player takes an 
inordinate amount of time explaining the 
intricacies of a motorised device that tightens 
around the neck of a victim, we know it's 
only a matter of time before Scott realises 
this grisly vision in blood-drenched close-up. 

To that end, he doesn't disappoint.

Good agents will 
advise their clients to be selective 
when arranging a time for 
prospective purchasers to view 
their home. After all, only the 
person who has lived in the 
property knows when the best 
times of day are. Here are a few 
tips: 

Is your property on a 
school route? If so, during term 
time, it might be best to avoid the 
morning and afternoon drop-off 
and pick up times. If you are very 
close to a school, is it noisy during 
break-time? 


Likewise are you near a 
pub, sports ground, or factory, 
which can have crowds of rowdy 
people spilling onto your street at 
certain times. 

Consider which way your 
property faces. Bright 
accommodation and a sunny 
garden are great selling points, so 
choose times when the position of 
the sun is at its best. Perhaps a 
follow-up viewing is best organised 
for a different time of day to 
highlight a feature that might have 
been missed initially. 

Nevertheless, do remember that 
agents and vendors alike have a 
duty of care not to misrepresent, 
so if there is an issue, such as 
predictable noise at certain times 
of day, then this should be 
disclosed. However, the 
importance of a good first 
impression cannot be 
overstressed, to the extent that 
many people will dismiss a minor 
inconvenience in light of having 
first fallen in love with their 
otherwise perfect home yours!

I NFINITI has only been a 
separate company from its 
parent Nissan brand for a little 
more than a year now. And Infiniti 
cars have only been built since 
1989. 

Undeterred, the firm is going up 
against some of the toughest 
opposition in the car market in the 
mighty shapes of Audi, BMW and 
Mercedes. 

The Q50 is the spearhead with 
which Infiniti wants to give the 
Germans a poking on their home 
turf. It’s sharply styled and 
certainly easy on the eye in either 
of the body styles. 

It’s sized in between BMW’s 3 
Series and 5 Series, so it might just 
be a great catch-all compromise. 

The interior design is good, too, 
with a large centre console giving a 
snug, comfortable feel to a cabin 
that isn’t as open and spacious- 
seeming as some thanks to a 
windscreen and A-pillar sitting 
closer to the occupants than in 
rival cars. 

The console itself is dominated by 
two vertically stacked large 
screens; the top one recessed 
slightly into the surface and tasked 



with displaying the navigation 
system readout and visuals from 
the manoeuvring cameras (front 
and rear). 

Unfortunately, this screen is 
tilted back significantly enough to 
be prone to glare, especially since 
it’s not angled towards the driver in 
anyway. If the sun is coming 
through the passenger side window 
it can be hard to see parts of the 
navigation readout. 

The lower screen, mounted flush 
with the console and topped with a 
smooth, glossy plastic cover, is 
effectively the touchscreen control 
panel via which the driver can 


adjust the myriad settings and 
personalisation options. It is rather 
vulnerable to fingerprints, but it’s 
quick to respond to touch and 
offers a clear, crisp app-style layout 
that anyone with a smartphone 
should feel right at home with. 

Cabin storage is a mixed bag, 
with shortish door pockets but a 
big central bin, which also houses 
two 12-volt power outlets, two USB 
ports, a 3.5mm jack and even a 
‘video in’ socket to pipe pictures to 
the top screen - but not while 
you’re driving. 

Speaking of driving, you can 
have the Q50 as a diesel - which 


borrows Mercedes’s slightly 
clattery but potentially very 
economical 2,143cc four-cylinder 
engine - or as a petrol-electric 
hybrid that uses the electric motor 
as a supercharger. It works like a 
charm, too, giving the Q50S) an 
instant swell of torque low down in 
the rev range before the 3.5-litre V6 
takes over to pump the overall 
power output to 360bhp. 

In this guise the car excels in 
slow traffic under gentle throttle 
input, where the engine can switch 
off altogether until the battery is 
depleted. With the air conditioning 
on, though, the engine quite often 


has to keep cutting back in to 
power the auxiliary systems. 

The rear-wheel drive version of 
the Q50S is a very fine steer on 
twisty roads, too, where a 
genuinely adjustable and 
composed chassis shines through, 
thanks in part to the clever Direct 
Adaptive Steering, which in a 
world-first move isn’t connected to 
the front wheels by any mechanical 
means. It’s completely fly-by-wire 
which means the steering 
responsiveness can be customised 
to how the driver wants it. 

It works brilliantly, giving an 
increased measure of control and a 
greater sense of confidence, 
flattering a driver but also giving 
them the green light to exploit the 
wealth of talent it has. 

There are some small niggles 
with the new Q50, like the sat-nav 
screen’s glare issue, but it’s 
thoroughly enjoyable to drive. It 
cruises effortlessly, looks arguably 
much more stylish than the 
alternatives and feels solid. 

Infiniti’s customer service is 
reportedly something special, too, 
and you get the feeling that the 
youngest premium car 
manufacturer out there might be 
about to come of age.
